Whatever might be said about rye 
for a grain crop, I believe, after two 
years trial, that fall rye for summer

“ie ne ‘fall of 1921 I put in 20 acres 
of fall rye on new breaking. Last 
year I pastured my cows and young 
stock on this up to the middle of June, 
then later cut 15 tons of hay on the 
old the horses will eat every bit of 
piece.

it saved me buying hay this spring at! 
famine prices. Last fall I re-seeded 
the 20 acres, stubbled it in, and also 
put in eight acres on summerfallow. 
On the 20 acres, which, by-the-way, 
made a better stand than that on 
summerfallow, I have kept a dozen 
cattle all summer, they are all sleek 
and fat and the cows milk good on 
it. Off the eight acres I cut fourteen 
loads of hay in early June which came 
in handy during the summerfallowing 
period and I am now cutting the 
second crop which from the looks of 
it will not give any less amount. I 
believe that the best way to sow fall 
rye is to follow the binder with the 
seeder when the crop is cut for the 
acreage that you may require. One 
of my neighbors, Mr. James Burk, 
done this for the past two years 
and has obtained excellent results.

He at once saw the opportunity at 
Gleichen and when his contract was 
finished built the first store and 
residence in this town; and brought 
his wife and family here. 

Mrs. Beaupre’s kindly disposition 
puickly made her a friend of the In- 
dians and all who came this way; and 
in her puiet motherly way she helped 
one aud all ; in hundreds of ways 
alievaitng distress and trouble among 
all classes of people;; thus becoming 
loved and respected throughout the 
entire country. 

She remained in Gleichen from 1883 
until eight years ago; when she went 
to Calgary to reside with her son.

Coming Of 
Wireless Age 


May Direct Path of Everything Mov- 
ing on Surface of the Earth 

Under_the heading, “Coming of the 
Wireless Age,” a British scientist con- 
tributes a striking article to a London 
newspaper, in which he predicts that 
wireless will be used in the near fu- 
ture for directing ships at sea, train 
and trolley service, traffic control on 
the road, fleets of battleships and alr- 
craft. “It will be possible,” he says, 
“to direct the path of everything movy- 
ing on the surface of the earth, not 
even excepting human beings, by 
means-of wireless.” 

The initial step in harnessing this 
potent and little-known force was 
the establishment some weeks ago of 
a wireless lighthouse on Inchkeith Is-| 
land, in the Firth of Forth. By 
means of this “lighthouse,” ships can 
be directed through the dangerous 
channels of the Firth by wireless, 80 
that there {s no possibility of their 
running ashore or being wrecked even 
on the darkest night or in the densest 
fogs. 

Steps are being taken, in conjunc- 
Yon with the British Board of Trade 
and the meteorological office, to inter- 
nationalize wireless direction of ships 
at sea. At the present moment there 
is lying in the Port of London a ship 
that has been specially fitted with 
powerful wireless receiving sets to 
give demonstrations of this new 
method of navigation in all the prin- 
cipa¥ports of the world. 

Setting out from London, this mls- 
sionary ship will. sail for China, via 
the Mediterranean, Indian Ocean and 
the Straits, and thence on to North 
and South America, and back across 
the Atlantic to Europe and South 
Africa, giving demonstrations at every 
big port en route. 

The most ambitious effort, how- 
ever, will be a cross-Atlantic aero- 
plane filght which is to be made late! 
in the summer. The machine will 
carry both pilot and observer, but
